SHOW MORE CORRUPTION. 


ATTEMPT TO IMPEACH 
TESTIMONY FAILS. 
Judge Noyes’s Attorney Flounders in 
Deep Water in His Efforts to Save 
His Client—Affidavit Proves to Be a

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 18.—When 


the Nome contempt cases were called. 


today, Attorney W. T. Hume, who 
gave such startling testimony yester- 
day, was recalled. He was cross-ex- 
amined by the attorney for Judge 
Noyes, in an effort to break down the 
accusation of corruption and shameful 
abuse of the court process, which pro- 
duced such a great sensation at the 
time his testimony was delivered. The 
impeachment t the form of com- 
parison between affidavits executed 
by Mr. Hume a year ago in Nome and 
the written transcript of his testimony. 
Several minor discrepancies were 
found, but Mr. Hume said that in the 
main his story as told on the witness 
stand was correct. 

Three affidavits were produced by the 
attorneys who are defending the con- 
duct of Judge Noyes. The first of these 
Was made in June of last year, while 
Mr. Hume was in Nome, and was sent 
to Attorney Pilisbury in this city. It 
related the entire story of the corrup- 
tion of the Federal Court by McKenzie 
and his followers, and the statements 
therein contained afe substantially the 
same as given by Mr. Hume in his tes- 
timony. The second affidavit, purport- 
ing to have been signed by Mr. Hume, 
was a statement of the circumstances 
attending the appointment of Judge 
Noyes of a receiver at Mr. Hume’s re- 
quest. It recounted in a mild manner 
how Judge Noyes had been very oblig- 
ing, and it was offered for the purpose 
of disputing the statement that Mc- 
Kenzie had to be called in as a go- 
between In order to secure the favor of 
the court. 

The production of this affidavit, how- 
ever, had somewhat of a boomerang 
offect upon the representatives of Judge 
Noyes, for Mr. Hume instantly repudi- 
ated it and swore that his name had 
been obtainei to it by froud and forg- 
ery. 

The third affidavit was a disclaimer 
by Mr. Hume that he ever accused 


Judge Noyes of demand or receiving 
money for his decision. t is lly

hat. the which 
prompted Mr, Hume to execute this 
*Mdavit was the threat that he would 
be disbarred from practice if he did 
not make it. It was executed in Nome 
in July of the present year, after the 
general story of corruption had been 
told in the previous affidavit, . 

On redirect examination, Hume said: 

“At the time I acquiesced to McKen- 
zie’s propositions, it as only a re- 
sort to protect my clients. In the 
course of three weeks I tried to retire, 
and practically did fetire, from my 
connection with MeKenzie, Wood and 
that entire combination.” 

He cited several cases from which 
he had withdrawn. The hearing was 
then continued. 


IMPORTANT DECISION. - 


RENO MARRIAGES ARE LEGAL. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 18.—Superior 
Judge John Elisworth of Alameda 
county rendered an important decision 
today, holding that California divorces 
are absolute when granted: also 
that the State cf California re-og- 
niges the laws of the State of Ne- 
vade, where there is no law prohibit- 
ing divorcees remarrying within a year 
after legal separation; and holds, there- 
fore, that Reno marriages are legal. 

The case decided was that of Mary 
C. Wilson against John L. Wilson for 
an annulment of marriage on the 
ground that the ceremony was per- 
formed at Reno and, therefore doubt- 
ful as to its legality, since the defend- 
ant had been divorced within a few 
months previous to the Reno marriage. 

Judge Hebbard of San Franciseco is 
the only judge who has taken the same 
stand as Judge Elisworth. . Judges 
Troutt, Seawell and Belcher ‘hil hold 
that a California divorce is not abso- 
lute or in fu'l effect until a year after 
it is granted and consequently any 
marriage before that time, whether the 
ceremony be performed in Nevada or 
not, must be invalid.

threw them open 80 as to let the water 


through. 
The next day the employés of the 


corporation returned to the gates and 


finding thé guards gone, they again 
closed them and fastened them with 
chains and padiocks. On the night of 
September 29 the guards again put in 
an appearance and after forcibly driv- 
ing away the employés of the corpo- 
ration, once more burst open the gates. 

A shotgun guard was then placed at 
the scene, with orders to shoot any 
person attempting to close the gates. 
The legal proceedings began by the 
corporation followed. 

It is alleged that the plaintiff must 
at all times have at least 15,000 cubic 
feet of water per minute to pass 
through the gates, and that any less 
flow is practically useless. Sixty thous- 
and cubic feet of water is alleged to 
be necessary during busy periods. I'n- 
less the gates are closed at certain 
hours, it is claimed, such a flow can- 
not be secured, and, as Warden Wiil- 
kinson threatens to confinue breaking 
open the gates if they’are closed, an 
injunction against him and the board 
of prison directors is prayed for.

LANGUAGE OF DOGS. | 


Signals That Indicate Exactly What 
Canines Would Say if They Could 
Only Speak.

| have been a friend of dogs for many 


years, and from much that I had seen 
long before I got Master Frisky, I had 
become convinced that they have a 
way of talking, if not in real words, 
yet in signs, looks and motions that 
are quite as good as words. After my 
acquaintancé with "Master Frisky be- 
gan I, of course, had more chances of 
studying dog language than I had be- 
fore.
